America’s most unusual museum of Americana. 
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SETTING THE RECORD STRAIGHT 


For any number ot reasons, le- 
gends frequently spring up about 
people, places and things. Raymond 
Moore and the Cape Playhouse are 
no exception to this fact, and over 
the years many erroneous stories 
have been told and published about 
our founder and the building that 
became the Cape Playhouse. Our 
50th anniversary year seems a fitting 
time to set the record straight, based 
on research carried on this winter 
and information received from a lo- 
cal resident and subscriber, Joshua 
Crowell of Whig Street, Dennis. 

In the first playbill of the Silver 
Anniversary season, the week of July 
2, 1951, the late Donald G. Trayser 
(Playhouse reviewer for the New Bed- 
ford Standard Times, the Boston 
Globe and the Falmouth Enterprise 
and at that time clerk of courts for 
Barnstable court (a museum in Barn-

stable is named for him) wrote: “On 
a blustery afternoon in March of 
1927, | remember, the late Mrs. Hay- 
den Richardson invited another news- 
paperman and myself to her home to 
meet a tall, slender young man who 
had the curious idea of opening a 
theatre. He didn’t call it a summer 
theatre, for the words hadn’t then 
acquired any special meaning; he 
called it a ‘summer company of pro- 
fessional players.’ When we looked 
over a bleak cow pasture, the Play- 
house lot-to-be, it wasn’t easy to 
follow his dream. But the young 
man, Raymond Moore, knew what 
he wanted to do, and went ahead 
and did it. Soon an old building 
which had served as a meeting house, 
tinshop, slaughter house and livery 
stable rolled down the street. Graf- 
ton Howes and his carpenters sawed 
it in twain, and stretched it out; and 
by the eve of July 4th nearly a 
quarter of a century ago, the new 
Playhouse was ready for its debut.” 

So despite what you may read in 
accounts of the Playhouse (including 
unfortunately, our own anniversary 
brochure), in just four short months, 
Raymond Moore was able to move 
the meeting house from its location 
on the Goodspeed property to _ its 
present site. 

As for the building itself, Joshua 
Crowell writes us: “The first Meeting 
House in the East Parish (of Yar- 
mouth Dennis and Yarmouth 
were formerly one town) was erected 
in 1721-2 and was located in the 
general area of the Dennis cemetery 
now occupied by the receiving vault. 
The building was enlarged in 1761-2. 


“Religious changes took place dur- 
ing the 1820’s. It was during this 
period that the original Meeting 
House now housed the Unitarians 
while those persons of the Congre- 
gational faith met at the Masonic 
Hall, which sat where the present 
church now stands. To quote that 
local historian, Joshua C. Howes:

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‘Subsequently the hall was sold, 
moved and converted into a dwelling 
house (in 1976 occupied by Mr. and 
Mrs. Robert Thompson) and a new 
church was built on the site of the 
hall (1838). The Unitarian branch, 
not to be outdone, sold the old meet- 
ing house, and erected a new one on 
the same lot, both churches being 
built at one and the same time.’ 

“The local Unitarian movement 
waned and in 1874 sold their build- 
ing and it was moved to a location 
just south of the Dixon house on 
South (Main) Street. The 1880 map 
of this village shows it as T. S. Howes- 
Livery Stable. Later it was E.F. Hall’s 
tin shop. 

“Around 1900 the building was 
again moved, this time ‘to the prop- 
erty of C.S. Goodspeed (father of 
subscriber Alice Goodspeed) on South 
(Main) Street. At this location it was 
used as a barn and slaughter house, 
and for other general purposes. 

“From this location it was moved 
under the supervision of the late I. 
Grafton Howes to its fourth location 
to become the Cape Playhouse in 
1927 

We at the Playhouse hope these 
authentic accounts will lay to rest 
the false legends about our founder 
Raymond Moore and our meeting 
house-Playhouse, and that those who 
write future articles about the Cape 
Playhouse will use this material as 
their guide.
